“The Human 'Facter in Industry.” 
‘Phe Rev. T. B. Powell; who presided, 
in introducing the lecturei, said: he felt 
that Professor Forster would ‘deal with 
the subject from.a psychological point of 
view, showing under what conditions mar 
could best work.

looking info industrial conditions in China
